overflowed Into tho streets proved how hearty was
tho sympathy that tho ueoplo of Washington out
side or tho old bourbon clement entertain for the

As early as 0 oclock soma or tho different asso-
ciations were on their march to the plneo or ren-
dezvous Mount Vernon park ot Ninth and K
Hrcctsuud by 7 oclock tho Dark was tilled and the
wide houlorards of K street packed with people for
squares west or Ninth Tho Illuminations on K
street were magnificent displays tho principal
houses being lit up from collar to
